IHE CONSOIMION OF 
RAILROADS DISCUSSED 


(Article II) 


(This is the second of the series of 
articles by Walter Splawn, member 
of the Texas railroad commission.) 


Arguments for and Against Consoli­ 
dation 
Those favoring consolidation of the 
railroads of the Cnited States into a 
limited number of systems have ad­ 
vanced a number of arguments, amoug 
them being the following' 
First, the 
economies of large 
scale 
operation; 
second, the advantages to a weak road 
and to the people served by the weak 


roads. 
The first advantage, the economy of 
largo scale operation has been 
fre­ 
quently advanced 
by the 
supporters 
of operating railroads on a big «ale, 
and many economies ure stated with­ 
out submitting evidence to prove that 
Mich advantages will be realiz»d. For 
example, It has been contended that 
there wilt be gnat saving in the truf­ 
fle department. 
The traffic depart­ 
ment comes in contact with the pub­ 
lic, and solicits business for ita road. 
A railroad seeks to get goods Timing 
from beyond its terrtor.v to consumer* 
along Its route to such customers over 


its lines. 
So a railroad like the Katy, 


for example, will have agents in New 


York. Baltimore, Detroit, and other 
Important centers where freight orig­ 
inates, and it is the busim-ss of such 
traffic agents to get us much of the 
freight as i>o«sible coming into its ter­ 
ritory by way of the Katy. 
If the 
Katy and the Cotton Belt serve the 
sam e town and a merchant in 
that 
town buys a bill of goods in New York 
or Chicago, the good* may be routed 
by way of St. Louis and over either 
the Katy or the Cotton Belt out of St, 
Louis to the merehnnt. 
The traffU 
man of each of these railroads will le 
p resen t in New York or Chicago, so 
belting this business. 
Now it i* pro­ 
posal to consolidation would 
elimi­ 
nate such activities of the traffic so­ 
licitors, for when the competing road* 
urc put together, tin* 
goods 
would 
move to the Texas merchant necessa* 
rily over the profs*rty of the large s y s 
tem. 
It would therefore not la* neces­ 
sary to have as many traffic solicitor* 
as are now employed. 
This appear* 
to )»e a reasonable proposition, hut 
the dismissal of several hundred or a 
thousand of these traffic 
solicitors 
would not result in dlHUiantllng their 
offices because the systems would la* 
in competition with each other, and 
would maintain offices and solicitors. 
Moreover, the cost of the traffic de* 
partment consritnt<*s a small percen­ 
tage of the total operatim expenses 


of a railroad. 
Consolidation will by- 


no means make usch*ss such a depart­ 


ment, and even if it r»*duced expenses, 


they would not l»e reduced enough to 


furnish appreciable relief to the pub­ 
lic 
Other 
proposed 
economies 
sound 


well, but upon examination likewise 
prove relatively insignificant and <>r 


doubtful realisation. 
The argument 
that 
consolidation 
would care for weak roads had great 
influence with congress. 
Under tin 
transportation act rat«** are to l»e un­ 
iform in given territory, that is, tin 
same rates arc to Is* charged by dif 
ferent roads in the 
territory 
they ^ 
serve on the same commodities or das 
ses. 
Where n strong road is parallel­ 
ed by a w**iik road. It is clear that j 
rat*** that w-ould bring a fair return, 
to the strong road would not he *uffl | 
cient to maintain the weak road, and 
rate* adequate for the 
vvcuk 
road 
would bring such prosperity 
to 
the 
strong road that the public would pro­ 
test. 
Now It was proposed by consoli -j 
datlon to place the weak roads with 
the strong into one system and to j 
prescribe rates which would allow a 
fair return to all the properties of 
the system including both the strong 
and the weak. 
In the next article, I shall discuss 
the pro|*»M*d service to

weak 
roads.
